Gov. Walker says his 
administration will 
comply with order 

Madison, Wisconsin 

A Wisconsin judge on Thursday 
did what thousands of pro-union 
protesters and boycotting Demo- 
cratic lawmakers couldn’t, forcing 
Republican Gov. Scott Walker to 
halt plans to implement a law that 
would strip most public workers of 
their collective bargaining rights 
and cut their pay. 

Dane County Circuit Judge 
Maryann Sumi, who had issued an 
order intended to block implemen- 
tation of the law while she consid- 
ered a challenge to its legitimacy 
and warned of sanctions for non- 
compliance, amended her order 
Thursday to clarify that the law 
had not taken effect, as Republi- 
can leaders argued it had. 


The governor’s top aide, Depart- 
ment of Administration Secretary 
Mike Huebsch, later issued a state- 
ment saying Walker would comply 
with Sumi’s order and halt prep- 
arations that were under way to 


begin deducting money from most 
public workers’ paychecks, but that 
the governor’s administration still 
believes the law took effect after 
a state office unexpectedly pub- 
lished it online. 


Backstory 

Several lawsuits challenging the 
law are pending, including the one 
before Judge Maryann Sumi filed by 
Dane County District Attorney Is- 
mael Ozanne. His lawsuit contends 
that Republican legislative leaders 
violated the state’s open meetings 
law in the run-up to a vote on the 
plan. Sumi issued an order to block 
publishing the law, but Republicans 
persuaded another state office to 
publish the law online Friday and said 
it took effect the next day. (ap) 


The law would require most 
public-sector workers to contrib- 
ute more to their health care and 
pensions, changes that amount to 
an average 8 percent pay cut.

FDA: No Food Dye Warnings Yet 


Cause Enough to Ban? 

Public health advocates and academics 
studying whether there is a link between food 
dye— often found in snacks and candy— and 
hyperactivity in children agree that dyes do not 
appear to be the underlying cause of hyperac- 
tivity, but they say that the effects of certain 
dyes on some children is cause enough to ban the additives. The FDA held the 
meeting in response to a 2008 petition filed by the advocacy group Center for Sci- 
ence in the Public Interest to ban Yellow 5, Red 40 and six other dyes, (ap) 



Prison for Police 
In Katrina Death 

New Orleans 

Calling the crimes inexcusable and 
barbaric, a judge sentenced two for- 
mer New Orleans police officers to 
prison Thursday for their roles in the 
shooting death of an unarmed man 
whose body was later set on fire in 
Hurricane Katrina’s aftermath. 

The 25-plus years David War- 
ren received for shooting 31-year- 
old Henry Glover to death was the 
stiffest punishment so far in the 
Justice Department’s investigations 
of post-Katrina police misconduct. 
Ex-officer Gregory McRae was sen- 
tenced to more than 17 years in pris- 
on for burning Glover’s body after 
he was gunned down, (ap) 


Washington 

A Food and Drug Administra- 
tion advisory panel recommended 
Thursday that the agency further 
study the link between food color- 
ing and childhood hyperactivity but 
said products that contain the dyes 
do not need warnings. 

The committee — made up of 
doctors, scientists and consumer 
representatives — narrowly voted 
8-6 that food packages don’t need 
warnings flagging food colorings 
that could affect attention deficit 
disorder in children. Packages now 
must list the food colorings, but 
there is no warning about a pos- 
sible link to hyperactivity. 

The panel agreed with the 


FDA and affirmed that there is 
not enough evidence to show that 
certain food dyes cause hyperac- 
tivity in the general population of 
children. The advisory committee 
reviewed links between the dyes 
and attention deficit disorder in a 


two-day meeting. The FDA said 
it agrees with studies that say for 
“certain susceptible children,” 
hyperactivity and other behavior- 
al problems maybe exacerbated by 
food dyes, but it has found no prov- 
en effect for most children, (ap)

The GOP House has 
voted to cut more than $60 billion 
from this year’s budget, and Dem- 
ocrats have been moving steadily 
in his direction. 

The Ohio Republican has agreed 
to discuss a compromise in the 
$33 billion range, which would still be 
of historic magnitude.

Death Rate for Lung Cancer Among Women Drops 


Washington 

For the first time, women’s death 
rates from lung cancer are drop- 
ping, possibly a turning point in the 
smoking-fueled epidemic. 

It’s a small decline, say research- 
ers in the Journal of the Nation- 
al Cancer Institute — just under 
1 percent a year, and lung cancer 
remains the nation’s — and the 
world’s — leading cancer killer.

But the long-anticipated drop — 
coming more than a decade after a 
similar decline began in U.S. men 
— is a hopeful sign. 


“It looks like we’ve turned the 
corner,” said Elizabeth Ward of the 
American Cancer Society, who co- 
authored Thursday’s report. “We 
think this downward trend is real, 
and we think it will continue.” 

Overall, death rates from cancer 
have been inching down for years, 
thanks mostly to gains against 
some leading types — colorectal, 
breast, prostate and, in men, lung

French, U.S. experts

Tokyo 

Japan is increasingly turning to 
other countries for help as it strug- 
gles to stabilize its tsunami-strick- 
en nuclear plant and stop radia- 
tion leaks that are complicating 
efforts to recover the bodies of 
some of the thousands swept away 
by the wave.

Traces of radioactive Iodine-131 

were found in milk in California and 
Washington state, according to fed- 
eral and state authorities.

The EPA 
said this week that it is increasing 
its monitoring of radiation levels in 
milk, precipitation and drinking wa-

A spokesman for Tokyo Electric 
Power Co. said Thursday that radio- 
active contamination in groundwa- 
ter under one of the six reactors had 


been measured at 10,000 times the 
government standard. 

The elevated levels would only 
be an issue if contamination got 
into the water supply, and officials 
say it has not been affected. 

Still, elevated levels of 
iodine-131 were another sign of 
leaking radiation. Officials said 
they expect to use a remote-con- 
trolled robot from the U.S. within 
a few days to evaluate areas with 
high radiation. 

On Friday, the government said 
it planned more tests on a cow 
slaughtered for beef that had slight- 
ly elevated levels of cesium, another 
radioactive particle. Contamination 
has been found in vegetables and 
raw milk near the plant, (ap)

The Roll Model 

When Jake Gyllenhaal’s character in the new 
movie "Source Code" first opens his eyes, he's 
a little confused. But any of my fellow MARC 
commuters will feel instantly at home. There's a 
conductor asking for his ticket, a dude complaining 
about a 10-minute delay and scenes of suburbia 
rolling by in the windows. 


It’s all familiar — until the train 
explodes in a ball of fire and Jake 
wakes up in a military installation. 

It turns out he’s a soldier, and 
an experimental technology can 
let him repeatedly relive the last 
eight minutes of a dead person’s 
life. And since someone blew up 
a Chicago commuter train that 
morning, Jake’s job is to use his 
“Groundhog Day”-esque vantage 
point to figure out who planted the 
bomb so authorities can stop the 
perp from striking again. 


The science may not be all that 
realistic. But the setting definitely 
is. So I sat down with director Dun- 
can Jones to find out how he took 
the normally mundane commuter 
train experience and made it the 
backdrop for an action flick. 

It helps, Jones explains, that he’s 
a public transportation guy. Grow- 
ing up in London, it never made 
sense to have his own wheels. Even 
after he moved to L.A. about a year 
ago, he first tried getting around 
on bike before caving and buying a 



car. He also did his research — six 
times, he rode the rails with Chica- 
go commuters to get a feel for the 
trip and the demographics of the 
passengers. “There are some real 
types. The businessman, the col- 
lege student, the guy 
who takes up more 
than one seat. We 
tried to get the bal- 
ance right,” he says. 
(The cast list also 
includes such notable 
characters as Coffee 
Mug Lady and Min- 
ister Sudoku.) 

During the research, Jones’ team 
decided just two things required 
some creative license. One was the 
number of people who were on cell 
phones and computers not making 
eye contact. “Everyone’s looking at 
a screen. You can’t have everyone 
doing that in a film,” he says. The 
other was the vintage look of the 
actual train cars, which were built 
decades ago. Jones’ fear: It would 
look like time travel. “So we figured, 
What if Chicago got TARP money?’ 
And we created this updated train?” 

They put that fake train on a 
“gimbal,” a piece of equipment 
that let the car rock slightly. Then, 
just like Jake’s character, they took 
the same trip over and over again. 
“One man had to be asleep with his 
face pressed against the glass for 
six weeks,” Jones says. 

Sounds like it could have been 
dull, but Jones insists the commuter 
train setting comes with inherent 
drama. “You have strangers caught 
up together. They’re going to start 
bonding and have a shared expe- 
rience,” he says. 

In the real world, we could stand 
to have more bonding, but let’s hope 
this particular shared experience 
stays on the screen.

A Lonely ‘Wolf’ in Libya 


GadhafTs biggest 
threat may be the 
defections of some 
of his key backers 

Tripoli, Libya 

The biggest danger to Moammar 
Gadhafi is not the rebel forces 
struggling to march on his capi- 
tal. It’s more likely to be the crum- 
bling of the remaining, fragile sup- 
port for his regime. 

That is what makes the defec- 
tion of Foreign Minister Moussa 
Koussa a heavy blow. He was part 
of a small circle of key insiders and 
family who have the most to lose if 
Gadhafi loses power. As those fig- 
ures peel away, it makes the majori- 
ty of his supporters, who have much 
looser ties, less certain that Gadhafi 
is capable of staying in power. 

The Libyan leader relies most 
on his immediate family and his 
tribe, the Gadhadhfa. But his tribe 
is a relatively small one among 
the estimated 140 tribes that pre- 
dominate life in the North Afri- 
can nation of about 6 million. So 
he vitally needs the support of 
others, whose allegiance he has 
bought over the years by handing 
their members top political and 
security posts. 

Their loyalty is already fray- 
ing. International airstrikes hit- 
ting Gadhafi’s forces — where 
these tribes make up much of 
the manpower — are designed in 
part to convince them that Gad- 
hafi has to go. 

Nevertheless Gadhafi struck 
a defiant stance Thursday after a 
second high-profile defection from 
his regime, saying he’s not the one 
who should go — it’s the Western 
leaders who have decimated his 
military with airstrikes who should 
resign immediately. 

While accusing leaders of the 
countries attacking his forces of

DO REBELS NEED HELP? 



CIA ‘Boots on the Ground’ 

When administration officials vow there will be no American “boots on the ground” 
in Libya, they’re not talking literally. They’re using military shorthand that allows 
for some rhetorical sleight of hand. The CIA agents now known to be working inside 
Libya aren’t part of the U.S. military and hence are excluded from the blanket 
promise of no boots on the ground. So even though President Obama recently issued 
a secret finding that would authorize the Cl A to carry out a clandestine effort to 
provide arms and other supportto Libyan opposition groups, Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates remains adamant the U.S. won’t offer ground support. “Not as long as I 
am in this job," Gates said when asked whether troops willfight in Libya, (ap/twp)

being “affected by power madness,” 
Gadhafi’s message was undercut 
by its delivery — a scroll across the 
bottom of state TV as he remained 
out of sight. 

Despite the setbacks and ongo- 
ing airstrikes — now led by NATO 
— Gadhafi loyalists have retak- 


en much of the territory the reb- 
els had captured since the allied 
attacks began March 19. 

Taking heart in the defections, 
opposition spokesman Mustafa 
Gheriani compared Gadhafi to a 
wounded animal. 

“An injured wolf is much more 


dangerous than a healthy wolf. 
But we hope the defections con- 
tinue, and I think he’ll find him- 
self with no one around him,” Ghe- 
riani said. 

Most high-level Libyan officials 
are trying to defect but are under 
tight security and having difficulty 


leaving the country, said Ibrahim 
Dabbashi, the deputy ambassador 
in Libya’s U.N. mission, which now 
backs the opposition. 

White House spokesman Jay 
Carney said if there was ever a 
sign that Gadhafi’s inner circle 
was crumbling, Koussa’s depar- 
ture was it. 

Koussa “can help provide crit- 
ical intelligence about Gadhafi’s 
current state of mind and military 
plans,” said Tommy Vietor, U.S. 
National Security Council spokes- 
man. He added that his defection 
“demonstrates that the people 
around Gadhafi understand his 
regime is in disarray.” (ap) 



The Defector: An ‘Envoy of Death* 

is the ultimate Libyan insider, a one-time intelligence chief and the keeper of Moam- 
mar Gadhafi’s darkest secrets. Now that the ex-foreign minister has fled Tripoli and landed in Britain, 
Western diplomats and intelligence officials were pressing him Thursday for the details that could 
help oust Gadhafi from power. Koussa has long been referred to by his opponents as Gadhafi’s “envoy 
of death,” over his alleged involvement in the killing of dissidents overseas. British Prime Minister 
David Cameron insisted that whatever information Koussa does offer, he won’t be granted immunity 
from prosecution for past crimes. “There is no deal of that kind," Cameron said, (ap)

VCU coach’s unique 
style powers NCAA 
Tournament darlings 

Men’s College Hoops 

When Shaka Smart found out his 
social studies teacher was also a 
basketball coach, the seventh-grad- 
er would hang around his desk 
every day, talking about Magic 
Johnson or the latest move he was 
perfecting on the playground. 

“He was this effervescent, bub- 
bly, bouncy, chattery little guy” said 
Kevin Bavery, Smart’s coach at Ore- 
gon High School in Wisconsin. “He 
was clearly different and driven and 
passionate.” 

He still is. 

By taking VCU, a team many 
didn’t even think belonged in the 
NCAA Tournament, to the Final 
Four at just 33, Smart has become 
the coach of the moment, the pros- 
pect at the top of everyone’s wish 
list. There is substance behind that 
stylish name, however — a maturi- 
ty, perspective and vision that are 
trademarks of the game’s greatest 
coaches. 

If Smart and Butler’s Brad Ste- 
vens are the cornerstones of the 
future, their generation’s Dean 
Smiths or Coach Ks, Smart’s friends 
and mentors say the game will be 


in good hands. The young coach- 
es face each other Saturday night, 
when VCU plays Butler in the most 
unlikely of national semifinals. 

Smart grew up in Oregon, Wis., a 
small village about 10 miles south of 
Madison. His father, who named him 
after 19th-century African warrior 
Shaka Zulu, left the family early. He 
was raised by his mother. She didn’t 
have many rules, but her sons knew 
better than to bring home a bad grade. 
“And sometimes a bad grade was as 
high as a B,” Smart recalled.

Nats Start on Lowe Note 


Shutout on opening 
day puts a damper 
on Werth’s debut 


The Nationals 

One game out of baseball’s mara- 
thon season, especially the first one, 
played when the temperature and 
drizzle still makes you think “win- 
ter,” is no time for measuring prog- 
ress or taking stock. But the way the 
Washington Nationals opened their 
season Thursday closely reflected 
how they spent their off-season, 
when they upgraded their defense 
and left the subject of scoring runs 
on the back burner. 

The Nationals may well find 
a way to produce crooked num- 
bers and bursts this season, but 
on opening day, under a gunmetal- 
gray sky, they managed to hit five 
balls out of the infield. The Atlan- 
ta Braves’ early spasm of offense 


earned them a 2-0 victory before 
39,055 at Nationals Park, spoiling 
Jayson Werth’s debut. 

On opening day across baseball, 
aces, young guns and fireballers 
climbed the mound and threw 
gas. In Washington, Derek Lowe, 
37, and Livan Hernandez, 36, spun 
lazy sinkers and sliders over the cor- 

ners. The radar guns 

didn’t need the first 
“9” to give an accu- 
rate reading. Batters 
flailed, anyway. 

Hernandez 

allowed two runs 

on four hits and no walks in 
6 1/3 innings and retired 16 of the 
final 17 batters he faced, including 15 
in a row after a second-inning home 
run to right-center by Braves lefty 
Jason Heyward. Hernandez needed 
just 77 pitches to record 19 outs, but 
Manager Jim Riggleman pulled him 
in the seventh when Heyward came 
to bat with a man on first. 


Against Lowe, the Nationals hit 
four balls out of the infield, includ- 
ing warning-track drives by Rick 
Ankiel and Adam LaRoche that, 
on a warmer day, may have flown 
over the fence. 

In his first game with the 
Nationals, Werth flashed an exam- 
ple of each skill the Nationals 
brought him to Washington for. 
Defensively, Werth made a slid- 
ing catch that robbed Alex Gon- 
zalez in the fifth and a tumbling 
grab an inning later. 

In his first at-bat, Werth 
chopped a single up the middle. 
When Ryan Zimmerman sent a sin- 
gle to right, Werth sped from first 
to third, a skill he prides himself 
on. The Nationals had Werth and 
Zimmerman on first and third with 
one out — and they stayed there. 
It set an apt tone for the game. 
The Nationals could only hope it 
was not an omen for their season.

Film Preview 

When Grateful Dead drummer 
Mickey Hart’s grandmother was 
diagnosed with Alzheimer’s late in 
her life, she stopped speaking com- 
pletely. Aware of the healing power 
of music, Hart played a familiar 
drumbeat for her, and she spoke his 
name after a year of silence. 

“That was a wake-up call,” the 
67-year-old says. “A light went on: 
[Music] actually worked for people 
who had motor problems, dementia 
or some disconnect with reality.” 

Hart would have a similar expe- 
rience with Greg F., a patient chron- 
icled in Dr. Oliver Sacks’ essay “The 
Last Hippie,” whose story has been 
loosely adapted into the film “The 
Music Never Stopped.” The movie 
tells the story of Gabriel (Lou Taylor 
Pucci), a man found wandering the 
streets of New York with a severe 
brain tumor. Though he recovers 
after surgery, Gabriel can no lon- 
ger recall or create long-term mem- 
ories. To him, it’s still 1968, the year 
he ran away from home. 

Now, it’s 1986, and his parents 
come to his side after 20 years apart, 
trying anything to reconnect with 
the son they lost years ago. Musi- 
cal therapy seems the most fruitful 
when, at the sound of the Beatles’ 
“All You Need Is Love,” Gabriel 
comes alive, recalling with great 
detail his love for the band. Gabriel’s 
father, Henry (J.K. Simmons), long 
at odds with the music he thought

tore his son away from him, dedi- 
cates himself to learning the songs 
of the Dead, Buffalo Springfield and 
Bob Dylan. For Henry, it’s the only 
way they can communicate. 

Later, the two go to a Grateful 
Dead concert and Gabriel becomes 
his old self, the memory of the show 
sticking with him. Though the rela- 
tionship between Henry and Gabri- 
el is fictional, director Jim Kohlberg 
did take the concert experience from 
reality: Sacks and Greg F. attended 
a 1991 Dead show as Hart’s guests 
and had similar results. “He could 
have fallen in love with any music 
that moved him,” Hart says. “It 


just happened to be Grateful Dead 
music.” 

Kohlberg had been reading 
some of Sacks’ work when a friend 
sent him the script of “The Music 
Never Stopped,” so the story imme- 
diately struck him. “We know less 
about our brain than about space, 
really,” he says. 

For Hart, there’s still a bit of 
mystery to musical therapy. “What 
this does is deals with the edges of 
magic,” Hart says. “And magic is 
always a very mysterious, mystical 
thing because you can’t see music 
and you can’t touch it, but you can

Film Review 

The nifty speculative thriller 
“Source Code” obeys one of the 
fundamental rules of Hollywood, 
wherein amateurs borrow and pro- 
fessionals steal. In this case, screen- 
writer Ben Ripley has filched from 
the best, delivering a taut, mostly 
well-crafted race against the clock 
that combines the time-loop conceit 
of “Groundhog Day” and the post- 
war paranoia of “The Manchurian 
Candidate” 

“The Groundhogian Candi- 
date,” anyone? 

Jake Gyllenhaal’s Colter Stevens, 
a decorated U.S. soldier recently 
deployed in Afghanistan, doesn’t 
play much solitaire in “Source 
Code.” Then again, he doesn’t really 
have the time. The movie opens with 
Stevens jolting awake on a Chica- 
go commuter train, while his pret- 
ty seat mate (Michelle Monaghan) 


chatters happily away about quit- 
ting her job. Disoriented, Stevens 
has no idea who this woman is or 
why he’s on the train. A few min- 
utes later, a bomb goes off and he’s 
sucked into yet another reality, a 
cramped metallic capsule smelling 
strongly of hydraulic fluid. 

What’s going on? And who’s that

ear? That would be a dulcet-voiced 
but shadowy handler named Good- 
win (Vera Farmiga), who with her 
boss operates an experimental time- 
travel operation for the U.S. mili- 
tary.

genre "Saw" became? 

The words “torture porn” for me 
don’t invoke regret, but memories 
of a great time in my life.

With rare exceptions, talking-ani- 
mal movies are the bottom-dwell- 
ers of the cliche-ridden family genre.

E.B. guilts Fred into providing 
him with a place to stay and helping 
him with his rock-star dreams. 

The movie quickly turns into 
a stereotypically maudlin tale of 
two sons desperately seeking their 
fathers’ approval. E.B. wants to 
show his father he can be a success- 
ful drummer, while Fred believes 
he can achieve greatness by keep- 
ing E.B. safe. 

“Hop” is just palatable enough to 
consider dropping in the movie bas- 
ket this year.

Did you catch the trailer for “Super,” 
the new movie in which Rainn Wil- 
son plays a sad sack who adopts a 
superhero alter ego — and a cute, 
costumed sidekick (Ellen Page) — 
after his wife (Liv Tyler) leaves him 
for a drug lord (Kevin Bacon)?

simple fact: They ring true. Their under- 
achieving preteen hero, Greg Heffley — 
whose diaries they purportto be— has no 
reason to lie. He’s writing in a privatejour- 
nal, after all. As a result, the picture they 
paint ofthe modern middle-schoolerfeels 
very real. He’s a flawed and funny Holden 
Caulfield Jr., a bumbler with backbone. 
If only the new movie based on the second 
book in the series, “Diary of a Wimpy Kid: 
Rodrick Rules,” were as candid, or as hi- 
larious. The problem doesn’t really lie in 
the acting but in the writing. There’s too 
much effort expended on making the kids 
cute and cuddly, instead of plausible, m.o. 
HALL PASS (R, 98 minutes) Haphazardly 
conceived, phlegmatically paced, lazily 
filmed and punctuated with gratuitous 
moments of sexual and scatological 
slapstick, “Hall Pass" finds Peter and 
Bobby Farrelly grasping for shock value 
at a time when shock possesses virtu- 
ally no value at all. Owen Wilson and 
Jason Sudeikis star as Rick and Fred, 
middle-aged friends who are unexpect- 
edly given permission from their wives 
to cheat for a week, the idea being that 
they’ll get their pre-male-menopausal 
longing out of their systems and come 
back more domesticated, if not wiser, a.h. 
JANE EYRE (PG-13, 120 minutes) “Jane 
Eyre” counts as one of the most-adapted 
novelsforthescreen, with Cary JojiFuku- 
naga’s version the latest of dozens. Sure- 
ly, part ofthe novel’s appeal is its upright 
title character, who suffers miserably and 
unfairly, first at the hands of her abusive 
aunt, then ata sadistic girls’ schooland 
finally with that master of mixed signals, 
Edward Rochester. But for many read- 
ers, Jane is no quivering heath blossom, 
meekly waiting for Mr. Rochester to cast 
an eye her way. She has spirit enough to 
call out the social mores and religious hy- 


pocrisies of 19th-century Britain, and it’s 
precisely that rebellious sparkthat draws 
Mr. Rochester to her in the first place, a.h. 
MARS NEEDS MOMS (PG, 88 minutes) 
The fast-moving “Mars" starts with an 
argument between Milo (Seth Green) and 
his loving but firm mother (Joan Cusack). 
Sentto bed before he can watch hisfavor- 
ite zombie horror movie on pay-per-view, 
Milo blurts out how much better his life 


would be without his mom. He’saboutto 
find out how wrong he is. Listening in on 
their conversation — from many miles 
away— is the Supervisor (Mindy Sterling), 
a Martian leader scouring our planetfor 
a prize-winning mom. Milo witnesses his 
mom’s abduction and manages to stow 
away in the alien craft before it leaves 
our planet. Now he has until sunrise to 
retrieve his mom or he’ll lose her forever.

LIMITLESS (PG-13, 106 minutes) A man 
gets hooked on a new designer drug that 
allows him, by popping a little clear tablet 
once a day, to access 100 percent of his 
brain, instead of thetiny fraction that it 
is popularly believed that we use.

Hood,” the movie remains an oddly wan, 
bloodless affair, a.h. 

WIN WIN (R, 106 minutes) Paul Giamatti 
stars in a wrestling picture that reinvigo- 
rates the genre with verve, warmth and 
heart. His character, a lawyer named 
Mike Flaherty, coaches hissuburban New 


Jersey high school team, whose losing 
streak pretty much parallels Mike’s life 
in general. Mike keeps hisfinancial wor- 
ries a secret from his wife, Jackie, but the 
burdens are getting to him. During a court 
proceeding one day, he makes a sharp 
ethical turn with a senile client that will 
lead him down a road asfraught with peril 
as it is paved with unexpected riches. One 
of those surprises comes in theform of his 


client’s grandson, a teenager named Kyle, 
who arrives out of the blue and begins to 
take his place in Mike’s universe. The two 
bond in surprising and cheering waysthat 
allow “Win Win” to live up to its title both 
literally and emotionally, a.h.
